In the fourth quarter of 2012, average state personal income growth accelerated to 1.9 percent
from 0.6 percent in the third quarter, the fastest pace since the first quarter of 2011. Fourth-quarter
growth ranged from 1.3 percent in West Virginia to 4.8 percent in South Dakota. The inflation rate
was 0.4 percent in the fourth quarter of 2012, the same as in the third quarter.
